THE BATTLE-GROUND OF THE COM- 
ING CONTEST. 


The Feelirg Growing That Mr. Randall Represents 
the Iseues Which ere Most Likely to Call 
for Success Next Y-ear—Tse Beat 
Out of the Good Salectedc, Ete,

WASHINGTON, November 27.—The speak- 
ership war shows few new developments 
to-day, except some indications of that ‘con- 
Servative spirit which favors Randall, The 
nomination of Randal! is gaining every hour 
beyond doubt, and hardly an unpledged vote 
comes here which may not be fairly counted 
his. Mr. Carlisle talks too much. After 
placing himself on the same platform as 
Randall on the tariff he poses as a great 
former, but fails to show what his election 
will accomplish. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL BATTLE GROUND. 

The battle ground of the presidency un- 
questionably is a group of central states, upon 
which political interest in the past ten years 
has been fixed. These are Indiana, Ohio, 
Virginia, Pennsyivania, Maryland, Delaware, 
New Jersey, New York and Connecticut, 
There is not one of these that the republicans 
do not battle for regularly, nor that 
they will relinquish in advance next 
year. It is true that the democrats can 
afford to lose more of them.than the republi- 
cans, but the fact remains that the fight 1s in 
that section of the country. Nobody ques- 
tions the fitness of either Mr. Cox or Mr. 
Carlisle to be speaker,nor is there heard from 
Mr. Randal! or his friends a single word 
against them personally. But all the demo- 
crats who arrive bere agree that between the 
several unobjectionable candidates they want 
to select the speaker whose election will have 
the very best influence on the future of the 
party and upon its success in the presidential 


election. 
A SAFE PLATFORM FOR THE DOUBTFUL STATES. 


Now it is apparent that the tariff platform, 
upon which Mr. Randall stands, in these 
doubtful states isthe safest for the party. 
For instance, in_ 1880, Indiana,. then the 
center of the battle, was lost to the demo- 
crats on the tariff for revenue only platforms. 
In 1882 the Indiana democrats adopted a 
plank for a revenue tariff with incidental 
protection to American industry. The result 
was that the state was carried, und nine dem- 
ocratic congressmen elected. Ohio was lost 
in 1880. Jo 1883 iheIndiana plank was ad- 
opted there.

John Snerman and otnerstried to get upa 
business scare and utterly failed, and the 
state went democratic in tne luliest yote ever 
polled. Virginia and New Jersey were carried 
on the same platiorm for the democrats. lis 
adoption by the Pennsylvania democrats has 
made even that state doubtful. The repubii- 
can majority there, conceding its largest fz 
ures, is not over three per cent of the total 
vote, as close as the margin in all these other 
states. Now it will be observed that 
of the seventy democratic met- 
bers from the above named 
doubtful states there are only thirieen 
really for Carlisie, and on any fait trial ot 
strength between him and Randall, the latter 

is certain of fifty at the least. 
: THE BEST MAN MARKED OUT. 

These must be believed to represent their 
constituents, and what they know will be 
most advantageous to their party in nex‘ 
year’s presidential contest. Itis not a se- 
tional iieline. nor merely local consideration 
that < etermiove them for Randall, but conti 
dence in his integrity, his parliamentary sk1)! 
and his ability to keep down the disturbing 
influences which have so often wrecked the 
party just when its prospects were brightest. 
That these considerations are appreciate: 
generally over the country, is apparent 11 
the fact that Mr. Randall has a strony 
followingin every southern state, from whicu 
Mr. Carlisie hopes to draw most of his votes 

WHERE RANDALL'S STRENGTH LIES, 

Randall will have more or less support from 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South Carv- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Missouri, Tennessee, as well as 
Illinois, Wisconsin, California and Iowa. 
This is a conclusive answer to the sectional 
cry, and proves that the neces- 
sity of bis election is an idea 
that has foundation everywhere. The in- 
terests of the purty are in Connecticut and 
California, in Wisconsin and Louisiana, and 
the profound appreciation of this everywhere 
is What is telling in Mr. Randall’s favor. Last 
week and in the early part of this, when the 
arrivals of members were fewer, Mr. Carlisie 
had the better of it in the count of those in 
the city, but as the number has increased to 
more than a majority of the caucus, it is 
found that the Randall calculations hold out 
better than those of Carlisle. 

THREE SOLID STATES. 

The practical solidity of the three great 
states of Ohio, New York and Pennsylvania 
for Randall contrasts strangely with the esti- 
mates of a majority for Carlisle from these 
and other great states. I believe that every 
moment adds strength to Randall and that 
the passionate assault upon his forces is tell- 
ing no less in his favor by itssown folly than 
by the serene defense with which it is met. 

ESTIMATES OF THE VOTE. 

The Critic, which is holding an even hand 
‘in the race, gives this afternoon ninety-seven 
votes as sure to Randall. Dan Ermentrout, 
one of Randali’s most careful lieutenants, 
asserts that the first ballot will give his 
leader 105, and perhaps 110. The race grows 
warmer all the while, and so intense is the 
interest in it that the subordinate offices are 
literally disregarded in the lively campaign 
which are enlivening every hotel in the city.

BLAINE BEHiND THE BOOM, 


An Intimationthat Mr. Bialtue is Behindthe Arthur 
Movement. 

WASHINGTON, November 27.—Whether 
there may or may not be foundation for the 
rumorsofan uuoderstanding between Arthur 
and Blaine relative tothe republican nomi- 
nation forthe presidency cannot as yet be 
definitely settled, bufit is quite well settled 
that Blaine and his friends receive more 
favors atthe white house than any other 
members of the repub:ican party, and if any 
distinction is to be made they _ receive 
the preference. A very notable instance 
of this happened a short time since. Mr. 
Thompson, the able young mayorof Detroit, 
came here to ask an i.iportant federal office 
for one of his friends. Mr. Thompson was 
the solitary member of the Michigan delega- 
tion at Chicago who voted steadily from first 
to last for Grant, while the other twenty- 
one members, under the lead of Senator Con- 

er, were furious partisans of Mr. Blaine 

r. Thompson brought to the president a let- 
ter from General Grant himself, and numer- 
ous recommendations from others prominent 
in the wing of the republican party which se. 
cured the nomination for vice-president for 
Arthur. He had no doubt his friend would 
receive the appointment, but was  over- 
whelmed with surprise when informed 
by the president that he had determined 
to appoint a person recommended by 
Mr. Conger, He called the president’s atten 
tion without avail to the attitude of Mr. 
Conger at Chicago; how, asa member of the 
committee on credentials, he had bent every 
energy toexclude Grant and admit Biaine 
delegates; his unswerving vindictiveness to-

MATTERS BS FORE CONGRESS. 


Some of the lasucse Which are Likely to Demand Leg« 
lon. 


W ASHINGTON, November 27.—It is very gen- 
erally understood that a considerable element 


‘of the incoming house of representatives will 


favor the total repeal of internal taxation, 
and meesures for that purpose are expected 
to be brought forward at an early day of the 
ensuing session. It has even been hinted 
that the president was disposed to recom- 
mend total repeal in his annual message, but 
while he will doubtless suggest the further 
reduction of taxation, he is not likely to go 
to the extent of advocating that the entire 
system shall be swept away. Indeed it 
would seem to be folly to abolish the tax on 
spirits, which yields such an immense reve- 
nue, and which cannot be considered in the 
light of a burden. The whisky interests, it is 


said, are not desirous of a repeal of the tax, 3 


but will be quite content with a reduction say 
of fifty per cent on the present tax. It is un- 
derstood that those who are principal’y in- 
terested would be glad to accept such a re- 
duction in lieu of the project for an ex- 
tension of the bonded period, which was so 
urgently and persistently advocated during 
the last congress. But it is not primarily 
that the interests of whisky manufacturers 
and whisky speculators should be regarded, 
but the interests of the public at large. It is 
not contended that the reduction, or even the 
repeal absolutely, of the tax willcheapen the 
cost to the consumers, and it is, perhaps, 
much better that it should not. Therefore 
there is every reason that this source of reve- 
nue should be one of the very last to be dis- 


pensed with.

STRIKING WORKMEN. 


the Rallroad Laborers te New Orleans Still Holding 
Gat— factics of the Men. 


New Or veans. November 27.—The strike 
of the railroad freight handlers continues to 
cause much grouble to the officials of the 
roads, but they report they are making fair 
progress with their business. Most of the 
roads have brought laborers from other 
points. These the regular hands capture 
as fast as they arrive, giving them 
food for a day or two, and then 
enough money to pay their way home, 5Su- 
perintendent Williams, of the Northeaster: 
railway, says that his company will not sub- 
mit to dictation concerning the employment 
of laborers. They are willing to give employ- 
ment to citizens in preference to strangers, 
but now the strikers demand that only ublon 
men shall be employed. No question 
of wages is involved. A Texas 
Pacific official said to-day that the roads 
would continue to bring laborers from other 
points until there would be more men than 
the strikers could take care of, The railroad 
men do not appear tothink the strike will 
last long, but the strikers appear firm, and are 
confiuent of ultimate success. Mayor Betan 
has been notified by the management of the 
Louisville and Nashville, and the Illinois 
Central roads that they expect treuble, and 
they ask foraid. The police have been in- 
structed to render assistance in case of neces- 
sity. 

Pittspcurc, November 27.—Four hundred 
miners in Gamble and Richard’s mines, third 
pool, struck last evening against a reduction 
of a quarter of a cent per bushel in the min- 
ing rate. The men also object to the free 
coal they are expected to dig.

THE BUSINESS WORLD. 


The Day’s Fallures—Cincinnati to Have’ a Mame 
moth Co.ten Faetery. 


CINCINNATI, November 27,—A number of 
leading capitalists of this city have called a 
meeting for Friday to organize a stock com- 
pany with $500,000 capital. to establish a 
mammoth cotton mill, with a capacity of 
1,000 loomsfor the manufacture of sheetings 
and muslins. 

St. Louis, November 27.—The failure of 
EK. L. Ponlett and Company, cordage, bagging, 
etc., is annotinced. No statement has been 
made. 

New YorK, November 27.—The firm of 
Dayton & Waldo announced to-day in the 
cotton exchange that their difficulty with the 
Biue Line transportation company had been 
satisfactorily settled by the payment by the 
latter ot their claim of $11,000, and that firm 
had withdrawn its complaint against the 
company. The difficulty arose over the re- 
fusal of the company to become responsible 
for the actions of its defaulting agentat Mem- 
phis.

Contestant in Oincinnat!l Wine 
His Case, 

CINCINNATI, November 27.—The district 
court gave a Unanimous decision this morn- 
ing in favor of Hawkins, democrat, in the 
contest for the oftice of _ sheriff, 
brought by Beresford, the repub- 
lican candidate. The ground for 
contest was the ticket known as the ‘“‘except 
tickets,’’ which were not counted by the 
judges for Beresford. These were democratic 
tickets, printed with the name of Beresford 
substituted for that of Hawkins, and dis- 
tinguished from the regular democratic ticket 
by the words, under the title, “Except tor 
sueriff.’’ The court held that all suck tickets 
were iliegal, being in their nature opposed to 
the intention of tre statute on the subject, 
which is to prevent the deception of voters.

Chicago, president the American 
national league, is about to return to the 
United States, having concluded a somewhat 
Mrs. Sullivan, who 
is a woman of uncommon mental ability and 
executive power, last summer made a con- 
tract with a prominent New York publisher 
under the terms of which the lady was to 
travel incognito over ‘he whole of Ireland in 
the capacity of a reporter, making careful 
nvestigations into every phase of Irish 
life, keeping minute notes, and then to travel 
through France and Belgium, obtaining in 
the same manner information about French 
and Belgian life, for the purpose ot publish- 
ing as complete a comparison as possible. 
The lady has completed the three tours, and 
isnow is London on her way home. Mrs, 
Sullivan, in an interview this evening with a 
cable reporter, stated that her Irish travels 
were completely successful. She succeeded, 
she says, in securing a complete inspection of 
Dublin castle and its entire management. 
Her recorded interviews with 
castle offtiicals show that 
gentlemen were perhaps imprudentiy 
communicative. Mrs Sullivan concluded 
her Irish tour by avisit to Lady Mayoress 
Dawson, of Dublin, by whom she was well 
entertained. Her travels through France and 
Belgiuin were accomplished without difficul- 
ty. Mrs. Sullivan states that her recent ob- 
servations have convinced her that the soil of 
Ireland, taken as a whole, is incapable of 
doing more than comfortably supporting the 
tiller and utterly incapabie of supporting 
both the tiller and the superimposed landlord 
system; that the national needs of [Ireland 
require atotal abolition of the hereditary 
land tenure at present in force; that every 
onstacle in the way of confining 
the division of the profitsof agriculture en- 
tirely among the tillers of the svil should be 
at once removed; thatso long as the tillers of 
[rish soi] haye to support a non-producing 
landlord class they will remain too poor toen- 
courage or support manufactures in Ireland; 
that emigratiun has been a misfurtune to 
Ireland because it has lost to the country so 
many thousands of fine deserving peasants, 
and that this misfurtune has been enforced 
entirely by the landlord system, which with- 
out any return to the country, has for every 
landlord it has supported crowded out scores 
of tillers,

Engiand Has Not Offered to Medlate—Excitement in 
Parle, 

Paris, November 27.—Le Voltaire denies 
the report that England has offered tu med- 
iate upon the Tonquin question, and that 
France had accepted the proftered mediation. 
Excited crowds thronged the boulevards until 
alate hour to-night, eagerly discussing the 
rumors of a French defeat in Tonquin. The 
reticence of the government was much com- 
mented on. Several members of the com- 
mittee on the Tonquin credits arged Prime 
Minister erty to abandon his reserve, and 
inform the chamber of the position of affairs. 
In view of this state of thing, the following 
semi official communique was sent 
to the papers: ‘We are. authorized 
to declare that up to the moment of going to 
press, the government has received no dis- 
patch from Tonquin unfavorable to the 
French.”’ 

The rumor current this afternoon in the 
lobbies of the chamber of deputies that Ad- 
miral Corbit, with his forces, had been de- 
feated in Tonquin, by the Black Flags, and 
communications cut off, were given more cre- 
dence because no official information is forth- 
coming. There is considerable uneasiness felt 
at the absence of news from Admiral Corbit’s 
expedition. 

M. Roux D. Frassinet, banker, whose 
failure was announced yesterday, was the 
head of one of the first banking firms of 
Marseilles, and had large credit relations with 
the bank of France. He held a monopoly of 
the trade of Marseilles with Madagascar and 
Zanzubar. It is reported that he may shortly 
resume business, 

AMERICAN PORK IN FRANCE, 

Paris, November 27 —The cabinet council 
to-day decided to rescind the degree forbid- 
bing the importation of American pork into 
I'rance, provided the municipal authorities, 
or the chambers of commerce in the localities 
interesied, will agree to organize a system of 
pork inspection, as has been advocated by the 
merchants and the authorities of Havre and 
Marseilles. It is now considered certain that 
the matter will shortly be settled upon this 
basis. It is stated that the decree above fore- 
sbadowed hasalready been signed by President 
Grevy, and will be ofliciaily promulgated to- 
morrow.

She has been taken to 
London to testify in behalf of O' Donnell. 

Newry, November 27.—At a meeting of the 
Orapgemen here to-day, arrangements were 
made to hold a demonstration counter to that 
of the nationals on Sunday next. Twenty 
thousand Orangemen have promised to at- 
tend. The railroad officials have made ar- 
rangements to run a special train from Bel- 
fast. The magistrates have applied for a large 
force of police and dragoons to preserve order. 
The Orangemen have arranged to place a 
thousand men on the principal roads to pre 
vent the nationalists from entering the town. 

Lonpon, November 27.—The marquis of 
Hartington, referring in aspeech at Manches- 
terto night tothe proposed exclusion of Ire- 
land in the scheme for parliamentary reform, 
said it was useless to ignore the fact that 
many people outside of the ranks of the con- 
servatives would view With dislike auy meas- 
ure likely to increase the power of the irre- 
concilables in parliament. Mr. Chamberlain, 
president of the board of trade, recently ex- 
pressed an opinion in favor of extending the

D. Waiters, broker, for stealing and receiving 
the bonds of the London and River Platte 
bank, was continued to day. George Warden, 
his accomplice, and lately manazerof the 
bank, repeated his testimony given at the 
examination on the 16th of October that 
Walters was cognizant of the fact that the 
bonds he received oi him were the property 
ofthe bank, and that after they had lost 


£40,000 he, Warden, vainly tried to induce 
Walters to stop operations. After argument 
by the counsel the case was given tothe jury 
who rendered a verdict of guilty. Sentence 
was then pronounced condeming Walters to 
12 years pena) servitude, 

FOURTEEN Losf., 

LoNpoN, November 27.—The Dutch bark 
Judith, bound from Louisa for Permerend, 
has been lost near Mandal, Norway. Of fif- 
teen persons on board fourteen were drowded, 
the captain being the only survivor. 

A CBEW RESCUED. 

The British bark Kate Covert, Captain Tag- 
gart, at Liverpool from Quebec, lost her deck 
load during the passage. She rescued the crew 
of the Norwegian bark Dei Gratis, from Quebec 
for Liverpool, which was abandoned at sea on 
the 18th inst. Two of her crew were 
drowned and three others were injured. 
She had sprang a leak and when abandone:l 
had six feet of water in her hold.

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THE BISHOPS IN ROME,

The American Preiates Opposed tethe Wishes of Mr 
Lrrington. 


The Times states authoritatively that Mr. 
Errington, English representative at’ the vat- 
ican, is not empowered to negotiate in behalf 
of the Irish prelates. Many of the American 
bishops now in Rome are said to be strongly 
opposed to the object which Errington is al- 
leged to have in view, namely to obtain from 
the pope a further condemnation of the Irish 
political movement. . 

AMERICA AND THE VATICAN, 

Lonpon, November 27.—The Times corre- 
spondent at Rome says: ‘‘The report that 
the American bishops have proposed that the 
vatican senda nuncio to America is un- 
founded. The report probably arose through 
a misapprebension of the fact that the vati- 
can thinks of sending Monsignor Sepiacci to 
preside as apostolic legatee over the labors of 
the council to be heldin Americain i&84. 
The Anerican bishops are here to make 
arrangements for the council. Monsignor 
Sepiacci may remain in America to carry the 
labors of the council in effect, and afterwards 
to maintain direct communication between 
the vatican and the church in America. The 
question of reopening diplomatic relations 
between the vatican and America has not 
been mooted. Moreover the remembrances 
of the circumstances which ied to the recall 
from Rome in 1867 of General King, Ameri- 
can representative, will doubtless operate 
against any suggestion of the kiud being fla- 
vorably viewed by the American congress.

SPANISH POLLTIICS. 


A Treaty of Commerce Ketween the Ualted States and 
©uba Probabie. 


Lonvon, November 27.—The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Times asserts that Senor Juan 
Valera, Spanish minister to Washington, is 
especially charged to look after the interests of 
Cuba, and facilitate the making of a treaty of 
commerce with America, which shail satisfy 
the Cubans. 

A royal decree has been issued pardoning 
all the fugitive corporals implicated in the 
recent military revolt at Badajos upon their 
presenting themselves within two months’ 
ume to the Spanish consuls abroad.

house in Savannah, Ga, He described the 
woman he alluded to, and the description Was ex- 
actly that of the purloiner of Wiggers’ and Stieff’s 
diamouds. Mr. Rose said that he did not wish to 
see the woman that night, as he believed she would 
faint ifit wasthe woman he thought she was. 
About noon yesterday Mr. Rose called again. Mr. 
Johnson, who had received him the night before, 
had already remarked how well the appearance of 
Rose tallied with that of Ed. Miller, the sneak thief 
described in the letterfrom the chief of police of 
Kansas city, published in yes'erday’s American. 
The resemblance was complete even to the flat 
crowned stiff derby hat that Mr. Ruse wore. As he 
came down the street toward the jail, Mr, Hyde, 
the jailer, whohad heard Mr. Johweon speak of 
this likeness, said: ‘‘Yonder comes that 
man now.’

A crew will leave thiscity for Mobile to-morrow 
or the next cay for the purpose of bringing the 
Ruth around. It is not kuown yet who will com- 
mand her, but the officers are negotiating witha 
gentleman who has been an Old river captain, and 
is well acgainted with the run from here to Apa- 
lachicola, and is perfectly competent and reliable. 
The whistle of the Ruth will no doubt be heard 
upon our riverin a few days, when she will join 
the Amos Hays in moving the hundreds of bales of 
cotton that are awaiting shipment from this city 
via the new outlet. The Ruth will receive a cor- 
dial welcome.

NULL AND VOID, 


Re Says the EFupreme Vourt of Contracts Made in Fu- 
turce— an interesting Case. 

The supreme court rendered a decision yes- 
terday which shows that that judicial body is 
down on dealing in fu:ures. 

The case in which the decision was rendered 
was aD appeal from Richmond 
superior court. was that of the 
National Exchange Bank of Augusta 
against Robert E. Cunningham. Cunuing 
ham gave his note to Warren, Wallace & Co., 
cotton dealers of Augusta, who transferred it 
to the bank Payment was refused and the 
bank brougbt suit. The “plea was that the 
note was given as part of a ‘“‘future’’ contract. 
In delivering the opinion, which was able 
and exbaustive, Justice Bland/ord said: “If 
this is not a speculation on chances, a wager- 
ing and betting between the parties, then we 
are unable to understand the transaction. A 
betting on a game of faro, breg or poker can 
not be more bazardous, dangerous or uncer- 
tain. Indeed, it may be said that these ani- 
mals are tame, gentie and submissive, com- 
pared to this monster. The law has caged 
them and driven -them to theirdens; they 
have been outlawed, while this ferocious beast 
has been allowed to stalk abeut in open mid- 
day, with gilded sigts and flaming advertise- 
ments to lure the unhappy victim to its em- 
brace of death and destruction.” 

The business of selling and buying cotton 
futures has grown, in spite of persistent oppo- 
sition from the pulpit, the legislative halls 
and the bench, to enormous proportions. 
Now and then the ‘“‘bucket shops’’ have re- 
ceived a rebuff when they sought to enforce 
their contract directiy; but they have man- 
aged to avoid this, to a considerable ex'ent, 
by taking negotiable notes and transferring 
them to innocent holders, in whose hands it 
was supposed they®were go: d. 

The supreme court struck a crushing blow 
against ‘this entire system of speculation, 
holding that the whwole business was a vast 

ambling scheme; that a!l contracts or notes 

ased on ‘‘futures’’ were gaming contracts, 
and absoluiely void, and that they were not 
good ever in the bands of an innocent pur- 
chaser. 
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THE FEDSRAL COURTS. 


The Courts Adjourn fo: a Period—The Work of the 
Past wo Weeka. 
_ The district and circuit courts were both 
adjourned yesterday the district court for 
the term and circuit until the 17th of Decem- 
ber, when there wil! probably be one or two 
interesting cases tried—perbaps the case 
against Conley and Nall will then be called 


up. 

‘The last case tried yesterday was United 
States vs. W. H. Gooch, of Lumpkin county. 
Gooch, it seems, had a registered brandy dis- 
tillery, but heeconcluded he would not pay 
the tax on the entire amount of brandy man 
ufactured by him. So, instead of depositing 
it all in the designated warehouse as required 
by law, he hid out ninety-six gallons of it in 
‘a thicket near his premises and thought he 
was perfectly safe from detection. The 
brandy was found, however, by Deputy Col- 
lector Gaston and posse, and yesterday he 
was convicted upon evidence purely circum- 
stantial of having removed and concealed dis- 
tilled spirits upon which the tax had sot 
been paid, and was senteneed to three months 
in Fulton county jail and $200 fine. A strong 
circumstance against him was thatit appeared 
he bad made much more brandy than he had 
returned and wagon tracks were traced from 
his kitchen to where the brandy was found. 
In the two weeks just passed during which 
time Mr. C. Jenkins, Assistant Usnited 
States attorney, hes conducted the prosecu- 
¢. ngio the United Siates courts, about forty 
five cases bave been disposed finally, and of 
these not less than four fifths have been con- 

_yicted, including pieas of guilty, there being 
only nine veridic's of not guilty of the entire 
number, and these mostly in cases of but lit- 
tle importance, such as charges of retailing 
in violation of law where only one or two 
gales were shown to have been made. While 
on the other hand, quite a number of cases 
of im portance have been disposed 
of with verdicts guilty, as 
for example, one counterfeiting 
case, one case of obstruction of deputy mar- 
shal and two others for the intimidaiion of 
witnesses already mentioned in THe Constr- 
tuTIoON. During thesame time some twenty- 
five cases were temporiatly disposed of by the 
forfeiture of the defendants’ bonds. 

Recently Judge McCay has been very 
lenient towards parties convicted, and has 
“ justice with mercy,’’ made the 


of 


sentences lightand in many cases entirely | 
suspended sentence. Notwithstanding this 
fact, however. Fulton county jail is now 
packed with United States prisoners, there 
being, perhaps, not less than 100 confined 
therein. 
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THR SCHOOLS With GO ON. 

The Teachers Decide That they Wil ‘teach and 

Kisk Getting Valid. 

The action of the board of education In de- 
clining to bind eitherthe board or thecity 
for the payment of the salaries of the public 
school teachers for the month of December, 
but offering no objection to the teachers con- 
tinuing their services during that month pro- 
vided they see fit to teach without pay or the 
board or the city becoming in any way respon- 
sible, was not slow in bringing forth results. 
At a meeting of the teachers of all the 
schools held yesterday afternoon, at the girl's 
high schoo], Major Slaton presented the mat- 
ter clearly to the assemblage, giving everv 
phase of the situation. After due considera- 
tion sixty-nine ouc of the seventy-eight teach- 
ers volunteered their services through the 
month of December, witbout reference to the 
question of salaries. A general willingness 
was expressed to teach without pay 
if the city should be short of funds on ac 
count of the suits of certain parties who are 
resisting the collection of taxes for street im- 
provements, 

This action of the teachers will enable all 
the schools to go on unt] the regular time of 
closing, the 2Ist of December. The fol- 
lowing white schools will have their full 
corps of teachers: Boys high school, Crew 
street school, Walker street schoo!, Marietta 
street schoo!, Calhoun street schoo! and Fair 
street school. 

The following celored schools will have 
their regular teachers: Summer Hill, Houston 
street school and Mitchell street school. 
In the girls’ high schoul Miss McKinley, Miss 
Hillyer and perhaps cthers will be in their 
places. In the Ivy street grammar school the 
6th, 7th and 8th teachers, and perhaps others, 
will be at their posts. 

This almost unanimous action of our 
public school teachers is as’ gratifying 
as it is generous and public spirited, and it 
retlects the highest credit upon a noble pro- 
fession. All the schools are full, in splendid 
working order, and both teachers and pupi!s 
were never more zealous, never more thor- 
oughly in earnest,

THANKSGIVING DINNERS. 
How Atlanta is Prepared te Meet the Occasion ot Big 
Dinners. 

To-day house keepers will throng the streets 
making purchases for Thanksgiving dinners. 

Yesterday was a bright crisp day, and 
everything wore a cheerful aspect. Even the 
turkeys soon to be sacrificed on the altar of 
Thanksgiving and the geese soon to be ‘‘stuff- 
ed with sage and inguns’’ seemed contente® 
and happy as they stretched their ‘ong necks 
through the bars of their coops. . 

In the poultry yard ofa preminent White- 
hall street provision firm one hundred fat 
turkeys andtwo hundred and fifty plump 
chickens were being slaughtered. Three ex- 
perienced men were chopping off heads, pick 
ing off feathers and cleaning chickens and 
turkeys until eight o’clock last night. 
At tbat hour the three hundred 
and fifty fowls were hung in the cooling 
room to cool off and dry. They will be of 
fered to-day, and will be in prime condition. 
hey are fat, as they have been plenteously 
hand fed for two weeks Such is the story of 
one house. A similar story might be told of 
others. At any rate, the market seems to be 
well supplied with all the eatables necessary 
to get up a splendid Thanksgiving dinner. 
‘The bright red cranberry that goes hand in 
hand with the gobbler is seen on every side, 
and seems to smile at the nearness of Thanks- 
giving. The oyster for stuffing ison hand in 
abundance, while the red snapper, for a bake, 
will be equalto the demand. Tender celery 
stalks are on every side. Every conceivable 
fruit, from the golden orange to delicate 
Malaga grapes, rich yellow bananas, bright 
red apples and so fourth in endless variety, 
make it an easy matter for the housewife to 
make her Thanksgiving table as beautiful as 
a boquet and astempting as the most artistic 
caterer could Cesign. 

HOW To GET UP A THANKSGIVING DINNER. 

‘How would you cook a Thanksgiving tur- 
key,’’ asked a ConsTITUTION man of an expert 
in matters culinary. 

‘The best way to cook a Thanksgiving tur- 
key according to my mind is this: First, 
get your turkey, put him in the oven and 
roast him. Every now and then baste him 
well with drawn butter—give him plenty of 
it—pour it all over him. Have him stuffed 
with plant oysters, bread, sage, thyme, etc.”’ 

“Tf I were getting up a Thankegiving din 
ner, I would havea plum duff,’ continued 
the caterer. 

‘And what isa plum duff?” 
porter. ; 

‘A pium duff isa cake made of currants, 
raisins anf flour.’ 

“That is very explicit,”’ 
scribe, ‘‘I think I could make one.’ 
“You take the dough,’’ continued the gen 
tleman, without noticing the interruption, 
“and rollit out, Into it you mix the raisins 
and currants. It is then rolJed into a round 
ball, put into a cloth, placed into a pot and 
boiled. It served with drawn butter 
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AN IDEAL DINNER. 

“Tf yeu had plenty of money what sort of 
a Thanksgiving dinner would you have?” 
asked the scribe, and the caterer replie@: 

“If I had the money to get up my ideal 
dinner, I would bave for my meat dishes a 
fine turkey stuffed with the finest plant 
oysters that grow, I would havea leg of mut 
ton spit roasted and highly flavored with spice 
That I would have at one end of the table 
Atthe other end I would havea pig ham 
boned and stuffed. I would have all kinds 
of vegetables, cauliflower. potatoes, carrots and 
parspips. In the middle of the table 
I would have a dish of mashed Irish pota- 
toes, with carrots, parsnips and turnips, alto. 
gether, and a roll of the finest fresh butter in 
the center of it. I would have a bottle of 
Guinness stout to give me an appetite, and a 
bottle of Catawba wine to wash down my din- 
ner,”’ 

‘That all?’ 

“That would be enough for 
would throw in some rhubarb 
pumpkin pie, some odd-fashioned mince pie, 
and some huckleberry pie. Of course we 
would have to have cherry and cranberry 
sauce to go with the meats.” 

WHAT IT WOULD Cost. 

“And what would such a dinner as that 
cost ?”’ 

‘‘A dinner like that would cost about fifteen 
dollars for five persons. If one man went in 
to getup such a dinner for himself alone it 
would cost him about ten dollars, but he 
would leave five times as much as he ate.’ 

Turkevs are offered at from $1 50 to $1.75 
apiece for the best or eighteen cents a pound. 
Chickens are fifteen cents a pound dressed, 
which makes them average from thirty to foriy 
cents whole. Cranberries are seventy-five 
cents agallon. Red snappers are ten cents a 
pound. There are no shad in the market 
owing to the recent unfavorable weather, but 
some have been ordered and are expected to 
ar ive. If they do fancy prices will be asked 
for them and the old stand-by red snappers, 
will form the general fish-bake for to-morrow. 

To-morrow alone can determine how gen 
erally the day will be observed. Of course 
all the public offices, banks,etc.,will be closed. 
Services will be beld in some of the churches, 
but it isnot known yet exactly the pro- 
gramme for religious exercises.

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The six suspicious characters who were 
given cells in the city prison day before yes- 
terday and night before last are still the 
guests of Atlanta. 

The intelligence of the arrests and the 
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de- 
tails thereof as printed in 
yesterday morning created quite a-sensation 
in the city. 

As to the guilt or innocence of the prison- 
ers, public opinion was divided. Many who 
read the account expressed a firm conviction 
that the officers had secured the guilty par- 
ties, while equally as many asserted the con- 
trary. The arrest of the Woman was rathera 
novel feature and had Chief Connolly de- 


manded a fee at the door for a glimpse at ber 
his attraction would have outdrawn Dr. Car- 
ver’s wild west, but as it was, no persuasion 
was sufficient to induce the chief to permit 
any one to see her. 

Early in the morning Chief Connolly tele- 
graphed to the chiefof police at Vickburg 
and tothe chiefof police at New Orleans, 
asking about Baily and his wife, but up to 
midnight no reply had been received. Be- 
fore daylight yesterday morning the chief se- 
cured Baily’s trunks and also the woman’s 
trunks. They were found atthe hotel. at 
which Baily and the woman were arrested 
and were transferred to the city prison. No 
trouble was experienced in opening the 
trunks, but their contents threw no light up- 
on the investigation. Mrs. Baily’s trunk was 
found well sto¢ked with wearing apparel, 
several articles of jewelry, an elegant pistol, 
and amusic box. The wardrobe was an ele- 
gantone, It oonsisted of handsome silks, 
satins and g couple of sealskin cloaks. The 
revolver was a most elegant weapon. It isa 
large, heavy, silver mounted, pearl handle 
pistol,and was greatly admired by the officers 
who sawit. The music box-wasa small one, 
but its tone was sweet, apd the unpacking 
of the trunk by the officers was done to the 
time of atune by the instrument. Among 
the articles of jewelry was asilver bracelet. 
It’s design was that of a snake and it was 

A MOST HIDEOUS ARTICLE 

Asthe bracelet was handled it would turn 
and twist as though full of life, and each one 
who handled it relinquished it quickly and 
with evident relief. The searching process 
was carried on by the arresting officers under 
the personal supervision of Chief Connolly. 
Every article in the trunk was carefully ex- 
amined, but nowhere could anything of value 
in the case be found. The most important 
thing that the search revealed was several let- 
ters belonging to Mrs. Baily, and these were 
important only in making known her name 
and that she had at one time made her resi- 
dence in Michigan. The letters were ad- 
dressed to Mrs. R. Preston, and when the 
woman was confronted with these she ad- 
mitted that that was her name. 

The prisoners were ail placed in separate 
cells. The five men were on the lower floor 
while the Woman was assigned to Chief Con- 
nolly’s private office. There they spent the 
night. Early yesterday morning they were 
taken from their eells again and given an 
other close search, but nothing was found 
upon them, After the search Minor and 
Hardie were placed in cell Nu. 7, while Baily, 
Raphael and King were deposited in No. 5, 
About 9 o’clock Chief Connolly had break- 
fasts sent from Mercer’s, and in their cells 
the five men satistied their appe- 
tite, while the woman ate _ sparingly 
in the chief's’ office. The corridor 
about the cells was closely watched during 
the day and no one was permitted to see 
the prisoners except by the chief’s permit, 
and these permits were very few. Minor and 
Hardie are both young men. The former has 
a fine face and would pass any where for a 
gentleman. He says that he is from Illinois 
and that he was en route to Florida when ar- 
rested. Hardie is somewhat smaller than 
Minor and tells about the same story. They 
are about twenty-four years of age and are 
well dressed. They talk quite well, using 
good language and take their arrrest easy. 
They pretend to know nothing of the cause 
of their arrest. King isan old man. His 
hacking cough proclaims him a victim tocon- 
sumption, but despite the strong clutches of 
that deadly disease King is known as an old 
offender. In 1874 Patro!man Simpson arrest- 
ed him in Atlanta for a confidence game he 
had played in Barnesville by which a Baptist 
minister lostatine gold watch. King was 
tried for the offense, was convicted and 
sentenced to pay a heavy fine 
or to go to the chaingang. He paid the 
fine. Raphael is also known to the police. 
He claims to be from South Carolina, and de- 
clares he will make it warm for somebody 
when he gets out. Chief Hurly, of Macon, 
yesterday recognized him as a man who was 
arrested for picking a pocket in Macon some 
time ago. Chief Connolly says that he is now 
wanted for jail breaking, and that there is a 
reward of fifty dollars for his arrest. But the

is Baily, alias Reed, alias Campbell, alias 
Preston. Heis a gentleman in appearance 
and is attired in a clerical suit which does not 
seem out of place Onghis back. When he was 
arrested Monday night he made a big kick 
and declared that he would never go to the 
prison but Patrolman Simpson caused him to 
change his mind. At the city prison he kick- 
ed again when Stationhouse Keeper Buchan- 
an told him to draw his trousers for inspec- 
tion. After the search Mr. Buchanan opened 
a cell door and turning to Bailv said: 

‘How do you sign your name?” 

‘Reed is my name sir,’’ was the reply, in a 
crusty ill-natured manner. 

‘‘Webl, Mr. Reed,’’ said Mr. 
‘please walk into this cell.’’ 

“What! You are not going to put me in 
that filthy place. I am a gentlemen and I 
wont go in there.’’ 

‘Yes, I guess you will. Come; no fooling,”’ 
said Mr. Buchanan, as he laid his hand on 
Reed’s shoulder. 

This seemed to convince Reed that kicking 
was useless and with angry curses he stepped 
inside the cell and in an instant the bolt shot 
into its socket and thelast ofthe crowd was 
safely cared for. 

While Stationhouse Keeper Bachanan was 
attending to the men below, Chief Connolly, 
Captain Aldridge and Patrolman Simpson 
were entertaining the woman above. Soon 
after the officers ascertained that Baily and 
his wife werein thecity they went to the 
hotel at which they were stopping, but when 
they reached the place they were informed 
that the parties they were seeking were at the 
opera house taking in. Cal Wagner's 
funny sayings. Stationhouse Keeper 
Buchanan seated himself in the hotel office 
and waited until Baily and his wife returned, 
When they did return Mrs. Baily ascended 
the stairway-to her room, while Baily went 
into the bar. Captain Aldridge and Puatrol- 
man Simpson quickly arrested Baily while 
Mr. Buchanan went to Mrs. Baily’s room and 
arrested her. At first she positively refused 
to accompany the officer but finally gave in 
and weit to the city prision. She was attired 
in “a black silk, wore a nobby, 
stylish hat covered with birds 
and feathers and was protected 
from the cold by an elegant brown sealskin 
cloak. When sbe reached the prison there 
were several persons congregated in the bu!| 
way. Seeing these she positively refused to

cleared. 
reaching the chief's room she gave her name 
as Mrs. Campbell, and said that the gentle- 
man who bad been arrested was her busband. 
Chief Connelly then asked her why her hus- 
band had given his name as Baily and Reed: 
To this she responded by saying that her hus- 
band wasagambler and that he changed 
his mame on that account. The 
chief informed her that he would like to ex- 
amine her purse and other effects but she

and that her husband had all the money 
She was quiet, calm,and exceedingly coo 
but in the course of her conversation made 
several very conflicting statements. Finally 
Chief Connolly informed her that he believed 
she bad quite a sum of money about her and 
that if she did not surrender it he would be 
compelled to have her searched. She again 
denied havinga cent alleging that she had 
paid the last half dollar for her dinner 
Chief Connolly thinking a further parley 
useless sent out and procuringone of her own 
sex instructed Mrs. Campbeli to 
SUBMIT TO A CLOSE SEARCH. 

The searcher immediately began opera 
tions but the initiative step which indicateu 
that asearch was nota novelty to her, was 
made by Mrs. Campbell herself. As soon as 
the officers left the room, Mrs. Campbell 
arose, drew off her Jersey jacket and handed 
it to her searcher. In it nothing was found. 
One article after another was treated in the 
same way, but nothing was found until Mrs. 
Campbell drew off her stocking. As she 
drew it off she managed to drop the object 
for which the search was being made. The 
motion was quick but did not escape the eyes 
of the searcher, who said: 

‘You have dropped something.”’ 

“Yes, but it isonly two hundred dollars 
and I doa’t want my husband to know I have 
it,’’ she responded, as she picked up the two 
one hundred dollar bills and handed them 
over. ‘The search was continued, but without 
finding anything else. Her hat, though an 
elegant hiding place, secreted nothing. Her 
hair, which is a pretty golden hue, was taken 
down and off, but nothing was hidden in it. 
During the search not a half dozen words 
passed between the two, and at its conclusion 
the money was handed over to Chief 
Connolly. 

Yesterday morning the chief interviewed 
Mrs. Campbell for quite a while, and the 
smile that played about his mouth when he 
leit her indicated something, but with his 
usual reticence, prevented him from giving 
itaway. However, it leaked out during the 
day thaf Mrs. Campbell admitted that she 
and ber husband had been in trouble in 
Vicksburg and that they bribed a detective, 
who is now bearing’ their trouble 
for them. She pave the chief of 
police several other pointers, and during the 
evening quite a number of telegrams were 
sent out trom police headquarters. Mrs. 
Campbell yesterday telegraphed to parties in 
Michigan, but the contents of those telegrams 
is known only to herself and the chief. 
During the day she secured the services of 
Mr. Howell irwin. These gentlemen are now 
her attorneys, and will make a stubborn fight 
for her freedom. 

HOW THE CASES WILL BE DISPOSED OF. 

It is generally believed by the department 
that a good haul has been made, but there is 
at present but little probability that the en- 
tire party will be held. Chief Connolly feels 
certain that he has the desd wood on 
King and’ Raphael and will push them for 
the theft of Messrs. Glenn and Orme’s 
watches. He declares his ability to secure 
their conviction. He will try bard to con- 
nect Minor and Hardie with the Askew 
safe robbery, but the chances of a conviction 
are not abundant. As regards Baily and his 
wife be hopes to have a demand from Vicks- 
burg for them, but sees but little chance to 
detain them here. None of the party wil! 
submit to an interview. Mrs. Cumpbell is 
the only communicative one now under ar- 
rest. She claims to have been an actress and 
has lots of rich relatives.
